The hammer head is of steel, turned 
to shape, hardened and polished. The 


handle is of hickory, finely finished and 
of a light and commonly approved shape. 
The set consists of the two sizes shown, 
although either size will be sold separate¬ 
ly. The maker guarantees the tools to 
be first class in every respect.
